SALT TO | NEE R 
is to provide a supply of salt asa 
conditioning material for deer in 
the Tulare county area of the 
Kern river watershed. Salt was 
dropped on both sides of the Big 
‘Kern from Johnsondale on the 
south to the Sequoia National 
Park line on the north. Base of 
operation was the Porterville 


Municipal airport. 
Participating were: John 
Keck, chairman of the 


sportsmen’s deer committee; 
George Franklin, of Porterville, 


_ fish and game department game 


manager; George Warden, Jim 
Stafford, Tony Cannella, RJ. 
Owen, Doug Owen, and Walker 
Thomas. 

Salt was loaded aboard the 
plane at the airport, then 
-dropped through a chute in the 
floor of the plane along 


- mountain ridges. About one ton 


was carried on each of the four 
flights. 

Faist, highly experienced in 
mountain flying, also handles 
High Sierra fish plants from the 
air, as -well as game counts 
conducted by the fish and game 
department, and various types of 
surveys and mapping. 

To committee members who 
made trips to unload the salt out 

‘of the plane, it appeared that 
they were looking up, not down, 
at the mountains most of the 
time, but to Faist, this kind of 
flying is all in an ordinary day’s 
work. 
In fact Faist said that much 
of his time in the air is spent at 
300 feet or so - which in the 
Sierra, keeps the plane -moving 
through canyons and along 
ridges, well below the high 
peaks. 

Members of the Southern 
Tulare County Sportsmen’s 
association, with -cooperation 
from the state department of 
fish and game, have conducted 
the salt drop each spring for a 
number of years.
